Dinner and a show. I grew up with the romantic notions of what 
life must be like as an adult, getting to go to dinner and a show. Raised 
in the country about an hour from The Cities, I envisioned magical 
places like the Orpheum, the Guthrie, and the Ordway being set in 
the clouds somewhere. Getting to go to the Chanhassen Dinner The- 
aters was the cat's meow, something I didn't get to do until I was in 
my thirties. Today, in my late thirties, I still dress up for a night at the 
theater, I still get excited by the lights and the curtains, and I always 
look forward to dinner and a show. 

I was 16 years old when I saw my first stage production in The 
Cities. Га saved up my money and made the plans with my friends, 
Rachel and Sherry, to see The Phantom of the Opera at the Ordway in 
St. Paul. We ordered our tickets and got them in the mail. An ad for 
Forepaugh's was included with the tickets; it said that we could ride a 
free shuttle to the Ordway if we dined there before a show...we made 
reservations with relief that we didn't have to figure out how to get 
there ourselves. Somehow, Sherry drove us in her parents! Taurus 
to St. Paul in rush hour, got us to Forepaugh's in Irvine Park, and 
the night was ours. I remember that I ordered veal medallions in a 
cream sauce that I spilled on my blouse and tried to cover (probably 
unsuccessfully) with my mom's necklace that Га borrowed. We felt 
so fancy to be shuttled to the Ordway and everything was so bright 
and exciting. I sat in the center of the third row and was aghast with 
delight as the famed chandelier soared above my head, accompanied 
by the hammering organ chords. It was a night ГЇЇ always remember. 

Still in high school, I had a few other memorable opportunities 
to see big stage productions. When we were juniors, my friend Anna 
and I got tickets to see Miss Saigon at the Orpheum (on OPENING 
NIGHT!) and dined at the Nankin before making our way through 
protesters to the red carpet (RED CARPET!) and through the gold 
doors to the opulent lobby. Years later, I laugh about the Nankin but 
still take very seriously any protesters who dislike the portrayal of 
particular cultures in what we call our Western Canon. As a senior, 
I somehow won tickets to the Guthrie and my friend Sharayla and I 
went to Dream on Monkey Mountain at which I not only saw my first 
play (I was a musicals buff), but my first dancing naked man (again 
with the buff). Talk about the arts opening us up to new experiences; 
we were pretty shocked and had to try hard to maintain our decorum 
and not giggle ourselves out of the theater. 

Now, at more than twice the age I was then, I see more than my 


fair share of shows. I pinch myself, because going to the theater is 
part of my job, even. My experiences have grown to include smaller 
venues and more obscure productions that have only broadened my 
horizons. I've figured out my beaten paths so that I always know 
where my Jeep is parked, no matter which theater I emerge from in 
the dark of night, in a standing-ovation stupor. I've even figured out 
that sometimes it's easier to do a show then dinner. What? A late sup- 
per? Only fancy people do that! But when work runs late and there's 
bound to be a line of cars to get out of the parking ramp after the 
show, why not spend that time noshing at a nearby establishment? 

Looking at this issue, our Food & Dining Pairings have me danc- 
ing with anticipation. Some people look forward to brackets and fan- 
tasy football, I look forward to plotting shows and meals. And, since I 
live on the Green Line in St. Paul, this new light rail method of trans- 
portation puts a fantastic number of venues within walking distance 
of mass transit—it's a game-changer. I'll choose Zen Box Izakaya or 
Sanctuary to pair up with shows at the Guthrie via the Green Line's 
Downtown East stop; Meritage or Pazzaluna or Saint Paul Grill for 
shows at the Ordway or Park Square Theater via the Green Line's 
Central stop; Black Sheep Pizza or Sawatdee for shows at The Fitz 
or the History Theater via the Green Line's 10th Street Station, or 
pretty much any downtown show and restaurant via the Green Line's 
Warehouse District or Nicollet Mall stops. The opportunities are rich 
and plentiful...and easy. 

We have such talent in the Twin Cities. I'm not only speaking of 
the theaters and actors and directors and writers and singers and art- 
ists, but also of our culinary stars. I’m a person who values experienc- 
es more than gifts and, in terms of what we have here in our midst, 
our arts scene is a gift. Take advantage of it as best you can. 

Best of luck to the stars of stage and kitchen as we start this Fall 
Season of theater. Thank you for enriching our lives as you do.

| eviticus and the Refugee Question 


June, 1939. Offshore Florida, within view of the glowing lights 
of Miami, the 937 passengers of the Hamburg-America Line's MS 
St. Louis waited and hoped. Refused entry to Cuba, their future now 
depended on the United States. But the passengers, German Jewish 
refugees, were refused sanctuary here as well; the ship was turned 
back toward Europe. 

Today America has another chance to give sanctuary; to the thou- 
sands of children fleeing horrendous circumstances in their Central 
America homelands. While many in the GOP clamor for immediate 
deportation, conservative Fox News contributor George Will unex- 
pectedly announced, “We ought to say to these children, ‘Welcome 
to America, you're going to go to school, and get a job, and become 
American’...We have 3,141 counties in this country, that would be 20 
per county...The idea that we can't assimilate these eight-year-old 
criminals with their teddy bears is preposterous." 

Current photos of grown women, teeth bared, hurling invective 
taunts at youngsters mirrors images of housewives during the Little 
Rock, Arkansas, school desegregation proceedings in 1957 and again 
in 1960 Louisiana, at six-year-old Ruby Nell Bridges, the only African- 
American child enrolled in the William Franz School. Flanked by fed- 


eral marshals, Ruby encountered one woman threatening to poison 
her, and another brandishing a black doll in a wooden coffin. 

Massachusetts Governor Deval Patrick recently suggested one 
possible solution: that two of his state's military facilities serve as 
host sites for at least some of the many undocumented Central Amer- 
icans. He recalled that our country has a history of helping children 
in need, saying, “We have rescued Irish children from famine, Rus- 
sian and Ukrainian children from religious persecution, Cambodian 
children from genocide, Haitian children from earthquakes, Suda- 
nese children from civil war, and New Orleans children from Hur- 
ricane Katrina." 

Referring to those St. Louis passengers, Patrick said, “Once, in 
1939, we turned our backs on Jewish children fleeing the Nazis, 
and it remains a blight on our national reputation. The point is that 
this good Nation is great when we open our doors and our hearts to 
needy children, and diminished when we don't." 

And Leviticus? Often misused and abused, but now heed 19:34: 
"The foreigner residing among you must be treated as your native- 
born. Love them as yourself, for you were foreigners in Egypt." ₪

Kelly L. Phillips 1965-2014 


These words don't flow easily. They can't. In 
fact, it hurts like hell to write them. 

On Monday, August 11, 2014, at approximately 
8:30 a.m., the world at large lost Kelly L. Phillips to 
horrific, unimaginable violence. 

Kelly was born in Mason City, Iowa on Septem- 
ber 23, 1965. He attended a Catholic high school in 
Mason City and later graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Northern Iowa and the University of Iowa 
College of Law. Kelly married high school sweet- 
heart Kathleen Simon, but after several years of 
marriage they divorced (Kathleen remained a 
friend and confidant). Kelly then began living au- 
thentically as a proud and out gay man. 

In 2000, Kelly started with Boston Scientific where he quickly 
rose to the position of Vice President and Chief Counsel—Worldwide 
Businesses. This was an exceptional accomplishment for someone 
so young and relatively new to the legal profession. 

At the time of his death, Kelly was engaged to Nathon Bailey. 
Their wedding was scheduled for the end of August, 2014. 

That wedding will never happen. Instead, Kelly's funeral took 
place in Mason City on August 16. 

In addition to Nathon, Kelly is survived by his parents Judy and 
Jim and siblings Bob, Bill, Kim, and John, along with many nieces 
and nephews. Each of these humans will forever be scarred by Kel- 
ly’s death. 

How tragedy always ripples. 

Now for some personal reflection about Kelly Phillips, who was 
my friend. 

Imet Kelly two years ago when I joined the Marcy-Holmes Neigh- 
borhood Association board of directors. I quickly learned that the 
tall, beautifully chiseled, blond man seated on the other side of a 
worn conference room table was, like me, a lawyer with Iowa roots. 
When I subsequently heard he was GLBT, also like me, Kelly and I 
became more than mere colleague board members. 

In the months that ensued, I visited the rehabbed loft that Kelly 
and Nathon shared. Hosting the board's Christmas party, Kelly hap- 
pily gave a personal tour of the loft. He was gracious and welcoming, 
just as I would expect any former Iowan to be. 

On that evening, I also watched Kelly and Nathon interact; they 
obviously loved each so very much. 

Icame to appreciate that this new friend of mine was fairly unique 
in his approach to the world. Despite a very prestigious position with 
Boston Scientific, I never sensed that Kelly ever took himself too 
seriously. Indeed, he was very much the opposite—down to earth, 
affable, humorous, and always willing to give of his time and/or 
checkbook. 

I quickly respected Kelly's passion, something that's relatively 
rare in this world of self-absorption and “what's in it for me," especial- 
ly when it comes to some people with means. Yes, as you may know, 
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he worked to defeat the anti-marriage amendment 
and afterward campaigned for marriage equality. 
However, what I remember most is another cam- 
paign—one involving Kelly's almost singlehanded 
attempt to defeat the emerald ash borer in his be- 
loved Marcy-Holmes neighborhood. 

Maybe you've seen the big green banners 
wrapped around the spectacular ashes on Main 
Street in Saint Anthony Main? 

Many of those banners were put there by Kelly. 
He understood the importance of preserving tall 
beautiful living things. 

Of course, another human didn't respect that 
about Kelly himself. 

Early last year, Kelly asked for my nonprofit's help to connect the 
Boston Scientific legal department with poor people who needed 
lawyers to protect against losing basic rights like housing or access 
to government programs; Kelly so wanted to positively impact the 
world even further. In my line of work, this type of pro bono volun- 
teerism is crucial. 

Regardless of class or age or color or gender identity or any of 
the other things that artificially separate us, people need to step up 
to help each other. 

That was Kelly's motto, I’m absolutely sure. 

Later, when my nonprofit had its first-ever fundraiser, Kelly came 
through by lining up Boston Scientific as a sponsor. My email re- 
sponse: “You rock for making this happen!” 

Imagine my surprise when, in addition to his employer's check, 
Kelly sent along a personal check in an amount that easily made him 
one of the most generous of individual donors to my nonprofit, ever. 

In short, Kelly made many things happen in tremendously good 
ways. 

Yet, Kelly Phillips very prematurely took his last breath while ly- 
ing on the hard, unforgiving blacktop of a pristine Holiday gas station 
near Arden Hills, Minnesota. 

Ijust have to ask: Why? 

How many people do we need to lose before, as a society, we un- 
derstand that access to mental health resources is a civil right? 

When will mainstream media consistently promote mediation and 
nonviolence as the only real solutions to personal disputes? 

Can we even grasp that domestic violence is an appalling national 
epidemic? 

Will we ever not see the glorification of guns on television and 
movie screens? 

What will it take to achieve the collective refrain, “Kindness 
trumps hatred"? 

In the end, I only really know two things: no one has answered 
these questions for me. 

And my friend Kelly Phillips is dead. m

I want it col- 
orful, interesting, and—because Carmen herself is an archetype— : / 
exotic: like she originally appeared to the first French audiences in = 
1875. The idea she reiterates is, ‘I want to be free! No one's going to 
step on me, even if it means death.' So for the mid-19th century, she 
was quite evolved." Nora Sourouzian, a French-Canadian/Arme- 
nian mezzo soprano, is ^one of the reasons to restage it now. When 
I heard her, I was bowled over: ‘At last! I've found somebody!" 
'The season kicks off September 20 with another don't-mess-

Opera's production, *Beautiful! The three acts employ three differ- 
ent stage sets!”—fitting for a late Puccini opera Johnson calls “Big, 
broad, exciting—and kind of overwhelming." 

Why now? Again, it boiled down to cherchez la femme. “Casting 
it is difficult, especially Minnie. Га heard British soprano Claire 
Rutter audition (we'd tried to hire her before, over the years) and 
said, ‘Wow! Can you sing Minnie?" She's romantically balanced by 
a rake with a beautiful tenor voice. Greer Grimsley, an Opera audi- 
ence favorite, will portray the villain, Jack Rance. (‘When Greer's 
available, we hire him!”) Add in a rambunctious all-male chorus 
with lots of gun fighting, and you've got a show. 

Just before Thanksgiving (there's a lesson here) comes Hansel 
and Gretel. But this is not Grandma's production, with cherubic 
kids in apron and lederhosen. “It’s a new production, and very non- 
traditional," Johnson promises with a sly smile. The story, he says, 
shares "an affinity for a kind of Route 66 in the Great Depression 
story—hungry, starving kids. And in those years, the idealized vi- 
sion of the time was Hollywood: Fred Astaire, Ginger Rogers. So"— 
follow along, here—"we'll set it in a funhouse-fantasy-world carnival 
they go to. Very colorful, very exciting. There'll be different ‘takes’ 
on the usual witch,” he promises. “And the angels." 

Calls for a stiff drink, Га say. So does the Opera, so it's followed 
in January by The Elixir of Love, a frothy comedy by Donizetti, 
master of bel canto— "and as а bel canto comedy, it’s my favorite," 
divulges Johnson. “I like the characters, based on commedia del 
arte traditions, but also with a warmth to them—not mean, not slap- 
Stick, but real emotions. It's very pretty: a warm show in the middle 
of winter," just when everyone can use a magic potion or two. 

Next up, in March, is the world premiere of another work by the 
Pulitzer Prize-winning duo (awarded for the Opera's Silent Night), 
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composer Kevin Puts and librettist Mark Campbell. Silent Night 
was set on the battlefields of World War I. Their new works takes 
place in the Korean War. 

“When we asked them, ‘What do you want to do next?’ They 
came right back with The Manchurian Candidate." The chilling 
story of a soldier brainwashed into becoming an assassin to pro- 
voke the overthrow of the U.S. government was first a novel, then 
the thriller movie of its day. “The story is very operatic,” insists 
Johnson: "fast-paced, very edgy, more like a movie. The music is 
spiky, but with moments of great beauty. Brenda Harris"—Aanother 
returning Opera audience favorite—“will play the Angela Lansbury 
part, one of the great villainesses of moviedom. And Lansbury is 
Brenda's idol." 

АП productions are sung in the original language with English 
translations projected above. For more information, visit mnopera.

And for more opera, head to the University of Minnesota's 
School of Music shows at Rarig Center: a Carmen of its own No- 
vember 20-23 and The Marriage of Figaro April 16-19, with live or- 
chestra and singers from the school's program and faculty. In June, 
Skylark will produce its annual light opera—this year, Puccini's La 
Rondine. The Cowles Center will not offer a concert opera this year, 
as in the past. Rather, the song-and-drama version of soprano Maria 
Callas’ life on March 15. And there’s always the Metropolitan Op- 
era, now that the Met’s threatened season lockout has been avert- 
ed. It simply requires a radio tuned to MPR on Saturday afternoons 
or a visit to a theater offering a simulcast of the week’s production.

We live in a dance hive. The Twin Cities hums with vigorous 
companies performing modern dance, post-modern dance, post- 
post, and everything else, from tap to hip-hop, from Afro to flamenco. 
Soooo, do we need yet another troupe? 

Balletomanes holler “Yes!” (Or, if they're Minnesotans, it's more 
of a muted “You betcha.") And if you happen to be an instructor within 
a ballet studio, you even more acutely realize the need. It’s twofold, 
says dancer/instructor Zoé Emilie Henrot: A company which stages 
performances shows students a path to the future. Plus, “it broadens 
ballet in the [under-served] Twin Cities.” 

That’s how the St. Paul Classical Ballet Company came together 
two years ago, unique not only in its form but in its makeup. “It’s an 
artist-led company, so all our dancers wear other hats, too,” says Zoé, 
a dancer and artistic director. Another dancer serves as production 
manager; still others write grants, handle publicity, secure visiting 
artists, and, probably, sweep the floors. They’re paid professionals, 
employed 20 to 25 hours a week. 

And it works. In its second season, the company has slated three 
major performances. October 25 features a gallery installation 
crawl through sites at St. Thomas University. December 18-21 
Clara’s Dream—excerpts from The Nutcracker— will be performed 
at Macalester College. And March 19-22 at the Cowles Center in 
downtown Minneapolis, SPBC will offer a contemporary dance 
show, reaching beyond its normal realm with works of guest artists 
choreographed on the troupe.

Nonetheless, “Ballet is our backbone,” says Zoé. “It’s a very, very 
small world here, and we're looking to make it larger." Helping with 
visibility—if not, possibly, credibility—was the company’s stint in the 
2013 Pride Parade “with tutus prancing down Hennepin Avenue.” 
Zoé's own work—How to Be a Gay Individual— was part of the 
Fringe Festival, too. She was lured from Colorado to Minneapolis by 
her partner and welcomes the warmth of the GLBT community— 
“absolutely a bonding experience.” Two of the troupe’s male dancers 
are gay, too, she notes. 

Is there a ‘gay way’ to do ballet? Actually, there can be, with SPCB. 
“The classic pas de deux”—usually highlighted by a guy holding a 
girl aloft—“can be performed, instead, with two men, or two women,” 
she instructs. 

Speaking of instruction, the company takes that community role 
very seriously, too. And it goes beyond pliés. Last year it organized 
a photo series on eating disorders, in conjunction with The Emily 
Program. “We wanted to show [victims] we care, and also that we 
love them the way they are,” she explains. This year, the company 
plans to expand that service with a full-length lecture series based 
on the idea of health—the various ways the body works—open to all. 
“And we'll expand it beyond ballet—maybe to karate or ice-stating,” 
she hints.

ESPN reports that Arizona State offensive lineman Edward “Chip” Sarafin told Com- 
pete Magazine that he is gay, becoming the first active Division I college football player 
to come out publicly. 

Citing Michael Sam's earlier coming out as his inspiration for doing so, Sarafin came 
out to his coach and teammates before the interview, and said that his revelation has 
"benefited my peace of mind greatly." 

Тода Graham, ASU coach, applauded Sarafin's decision, offering both support and 
praise, saying: "diversity and acceptance are two of the pillars of our program, and he has 
full support from his teammates and the coaching staff." 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM NEW YORK: 
Robina Asti Wins An Important Legal Battle For Transgender Couples 


People Magazine reports that in the Navy during World War II, Robert Astey flew com- 
bat missions and later became a commercial pilot, a mutual fund senior vice president, as 
well as a husband and father to three children. 

However, after transitioning to living as a female, marrying her husband, and being 
recognized legally as a woman for over 38 years, Asti found herself denied survivor ben- 
efits when her husband died in 2012. 

With the help of Lambda Legal and the fact that Asti had been legally regarded as 
female on her Social Security card, her passport, her pilot's license and her federal taxes, 
Asti won a legal victory to gain spousal survivor benefits and thus caused the federal 
government and Social Security to change their policy regarding transgendered people. 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM CALIFORNIA: 
Gay Man Beaten, Left For Dead, Dies After Being Removed From Life Support 


LGBTQNation reports that a San Francisco gay man who was beaten and left for dead 
in the city's Castro District last Sunday was taken off life support Wednesday afternoon 
while more than 100 people gathered in a silent vigil on a hill in a nearby park. 

Bryan Higgins, 31, was found beaten and unconscious as a John Doe on a street corner 
in the city, and identified only after his hospital photo made the rounds on social media. 

Higgins, also known as "Feather Lyn", was a member of the Radical Faeries, and 
leaves behind a husband and family. His death is being investigated as a homicide by San 
Francisco police who are checking into possible leads in determining a suspect. 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM WASHINGTON D.C.: 
Smithsonian Adds Gay Rights History To Museum Collection 


CBS News reports that hundreds of photographs, papers and historical objects docu- 
menting the history of GLBT people are being added to the Smithsonian Institution's col- 
lection Tuesday, including items from the popular TV show Will and Grace. 

The collection, which features items from such diverse areas as sports, political activ- 
ism and cultural history, is meant to show the impact that GLBT people have had on the 
American cultural landscape over the decades, often without people even realizing that 
important figures were even gay or lesbian. 

In the case of Will and Grace, exhibit curator Dwight Blocker Bowers says that the 
writers used comedy to bring gay culture to a mainstream audience without them feeling 
threatened, and broke ground in much the same way that All In The Family did in regards 
to issues of bigotry and tolerance. 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM IOWA: 
Mom Calls To Lift Ban On Tissue Donations From Gay Men 


Тће Des Moines Register reports that Sheryl Moore wants the law changed so gay men 
can donate their eyes along with other organs at death. 

Moore's son, A.J. Betts, committed suicide in July of 2013, partially due to bullying for 
being gay, but when Moore decided to donate his organs, she found that certain organs 
were barred from being donated if they came from gay men. 

After discovering that so-called "non lifesaving" organs such as bone, skin, heart 
valves and eyes were not allowed to be donated due to FDA regulations surrounding do- 
nations from men who have sex with men, she has made it her mission to get the laws 
changed. ₪

Cue The Muppets! 

Rather, let's not cue The Muppets just yet. 
The marketing tie-in between Disney, Jim 
Henson's Muppets, Terry Crews, and Toyota 
may have helped bring the new 2014 High- 
lander into our consciousness. It is always 
fun to plug something with Kermit the Frog, 
Miss Piggy, Fozzy Bear, Gonzo, Dr. Teeth 
and his band...and so forth...along with a 
movie to promote. 

That is the problem in working with these

vehicles. You will always be reminded of the 
marketing campaign and its characters rath- 
er than the vehicle, itself. 

So far, that has not been the problem with 
this Highlander. Maybe we have forgotten 
about The Muppets/Terry Crews spots or the 
movie the spots helped promote. In a sense, 
it was probably time to focus on what the new 
Highlander can do. 

In all due respect to Disney, Jim Henson's 
family, and all of their fans, let us talk about 


the 2014 Toyota Highlander...OK? 

The new Highlander is big. Even though 
it is as long as a mid-sized sedan, there is an 
illusion of size that the Highlander exudes. 
However, a lot of the specs have not changed 
that much from its predecessor. Perhaps it is 
the bold new front end that is doing it? May- 
be it is the large doors and big rear quarter 
glass? 

Nonetheless, the Highlander has a lot to 
offer on the outside. You can open up the 
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RIDE REVIEW 


rear glass to access the rear cargo area, as 
well as use the power-operated liftgate. Both 
are great conveniences for parents or others 
with limited time on their hands. The XLE 
model we tested had 18-inch alloy wheels 
with good-sized sidewalls from its Michelin 
Latitude tires. 

The illusion of size is also comforting 
once you step inside the Highlander. Four 
big doors open up to rows of massive space. 
Front seat occupants get big seats with loads 
of room to adjust behind the wheel. The XLE 
model adds power adjustments for lumbar 
support. Rear seat occupants get adjustments 
for legroom and recline, along with cuphold- 
ers in the armrest. The third row is easily ac- 
cessible and would benefit from the second 
row moved toward the front with extra leg- 
room. Otherwise, it is best for children, with 
anchors for child seats, when needed. 

Cargo is flexible depending on how many 
rows of seats you have up. With three rows 
up, there is only 13.8 cubic feet of cargo 
space, which is well-proportioned. However, 
if you fold the third row down, there is 42.3 
cubic feet of cargo space, which looks like it 
would swallow a week's vacation for four peo- 
ple rather easily. The cargo floor does go flat 
with all rows down with easy access through 
the liftgate or the rear glass. 

The driver gets a huge instrument panel. 
Instrumentation is big with readable dials 
and a good TFT screen in the middle for trip 
and vehicle readouts. It is also cleaner with 
most switches and controls clustered logi- 
cally within the cabin. Some buttons are actu- 


ally hidden underneath the center stack on 
the console, but others should be familiar to 
Toyota owners. Perhaps the best feature is a 
shelf that runs from underneath the Entune 
screen toward the passenger side. You could 
put your smartphone and other goodies with- 
in reach on shelf. 

Toyota's Entune infotainment system is 
driven by a large eight-inch touch screen in 
the middle of the dashboard. The screens 
are clear to understand and offer plenty of 
options for connecting through Bluetooth 
or a USB cable. You also get SiriusXM and 
HD Radio for your listening options through 
six strategically positioned speakers and a 
very good navigation system on board. This 
tester had a rear seat Blu-ray player with a 
single drop-down screen and a pair of wire- 
less headphones when you have children to 
entertain along the way. 

The corporate 3.5-Шег Уб is the best 
choice for powering the Highlander. With 
270 horsepower on tap, there is plenty of 
punch to get the Highlander going on the 
highway or across town. It is well suited to 
run 4,310 pounds of mid-sized crossover 
anywhere you point it. A smooth-shifting 
six-speed automatic sends power down to all 
four wheels. In the XLE model, you can tow 
up to 5,000 pounds. 

In truth, the Highlander is a big ol' softy. 
It rides smooth and absorbs the bumps and 
cracks on the road. You do get some roll and 
lean in the corners, but not enough to make 
things uncomfortable for everyone. The 
Highlander's ride is also on the quiet side 


and the all-wheel drive senses loss of traction 
rather quickly and smoothly. 

Steering is rather easy, made possible by 
an electric system that steers rather decently. 
The turning radius is fine and the feel is soft 
and light. Brakes are decent with good stop- 
ping power. Pedal action is good for normal 
and panic stops. 

Toyota claims the V6 Highlander will av- 
erage 20MPG. V&R achieved an average of 
20.5, which is a bit better than average. 

The Highlander lineup starts with a four- 
cylinder powered, front-drive LE model with 
a sticker price of $30,470. Our XLE V6 all- 
wheel drive tester came out to $40,170. If 
you want a Highlander with the works, a fully 
loaded Hybrid model—the V6 plus Toyota's 
Hybrid Synergy Drive—in the Limited Plati- 
num Package will set you back $51,045. 

This Muppet-free Highlander is quite a 
good choice in a highly competitive segment. 
It ticks all of boxes: it rides well, is comfort- 
able, and is right on the money. 

There are plenty of players in this seg- 
ment. Some have tighter third rows or lack 
ease of access to the rear. Some have huge 
passenger spaces or huge cargo holds. 
When finding the right balance, maybe a 
Muppet would be your best judge of whether 
the Toyota Highlander is the right mid-sized, 
three-row crossover to buy. 

Now, you can cue The Muppets. Yes, you 
can play "The Rainbow Connection" on the 
Entune audio system. ₪

I have spent most of this summer in 
water. Гуе been training for ап open-water 
swim from the tip of Cape Cod to a victory 
celebration at a gay bar on the shores of 
Provincetown, Massachusetts. The swim is 
an annual fundraiser for the town. 

It's called Swim for Life. Since my parents 
both died within the last two years, I decided 
to swim it in memory of them. My dad loved 
to swim, and my mom loved a good party. 
This event encompasses both. As soon as 
you finish the swim, you crawl directly up 
the rocky beach to The Boat Slip bar, the site 
of so many of my youthful vacation follies. 

I've been going to P-Town every summer 
for the past 24 years—that's just a whisper 
shy of half my life. When my friends and I 
started travelling to P-town, there were only 
a few places in the country where it was ac- 
ceptable to be openly gay. These places (P- 
Town, Key West, San Francisco) were all 
bunched at the far edges of U.S. boundaries. 
The straights were basically trying to push 
us off the continent. Every place in the mid- 
dle was kind of scary. 

Now gays can get married in Iowa. Iowa! 

While this is great for the country, it's 
had a weird effect on my beloved P-Town. 
It's not so gay any more because the gays 
can now vacation wherever they want with- 
out fear of being thrown into the slammer 
and poked with sticks. 

Since my first visit to P-Town, I've stayed 
at the same house owned by two older les- 
bians. I was so young when I first booked 
the place, I had to sign a document vowing 
that my friends and I wouldn't have wild par- 
ties or bring home "guests." Now they get 
cranky if we play charades too loud at night. 

These women, who have become like 
family to me, were ardent womyn with a 


very hard “y.” They had a firm policy to rent 
rooms only to females by birth. For years— 
before I broke down their hardcore feminist 
defenses with my raw, animal charm—they 
kept their distance, and considered my sub- 
urban sensibilities and penchant for skirts 
and mascara as a sign that I might be bisex- 
ual. But a couple years ago, they admitted 
that they had to cave to economic pressures. 
“Not enough lesbians come here anymore. 
They all want to go to Dollywood and Bran- 
son, now that gays are allowed there," one of 
the owners told me with a huff. “So, we have 
to let in the straights." 

While this has saddened many longtime 
residents and has dulled the freaky, party at- 
mosphere of this longtime artist community, 
ГЇЇ never give up on the place. It's been my 
happy place for half my life—my refuge from 
every imaginable trouble.

Because of global warming, 
great white sharks have been swimming into 
colder waters and have been spotted in Cape 
Cod. Sharks and straights have taken over 
P-Town. It's ridiculous. 

But on race day, ГЇЇ put thoughts of these 
minor irritants aside. Instead, as I plow 
through the water, 111 remember all of the 
incredibly gay stuff I've done in P-Town over 
the years and ГЇЇ know that no matter how 
many straights or sharks muscle their way

Corner of Hennepin and 13th, across 
from the Subway I visit for $5 meatball subs, 
white bread, hold the cheese. 

I'm at Café Espresso Royale. It's a quaint 
and surprising place; quaint for comfy couch- 
es, surprising for patron diversity. Here 
Ive seen effeminate boys with glossy red 
lips wait for coffee beside homeless people 
who've collected enough money for a drink. 

Business is slow this afternoon. I share 
the café with a handsome man reading from 
a personal finance book, Super-Smart Invest- 
ments or The Super Investor or something 
"super," and a girl his age—24, 25—chew- 
ing on her hoodie's pull strings and reading 
from a textbook. They sit one table apart and 
he glances over at her occasionally. I can't 
tell if she's noticed or not. And then— 

“1 was just reading that book,” he says. 
His delivery is painful; the joke is forced and 
way too loud. He swallows hard and moves 
from a reclining position to a shaky one lean- 
ing across the table. He's so nervous that I’m 
nervous. 

I’m somewhat and selfishly sorry to see 
this. I sat at a bar-height table so I could 
look at him without him noticing and still be 
within earshot, ready for him to get my atten- 
tion to strike up a conversation and one day 
marry me. Not her. 

His accidentally harsh delivery startles 
the girl. She jumps and her wobbly table 
jerks, sending her coffee mug to its edge. 

“Sorry,” he says. “Didn’t mean to scare 
you.” His ears are red. 

“No, no,” she says and brushes hair out 
of her face. She’s pretty in a sweet way: curly 


bed-head brunette hair, pale-skinned, and 
makeup-free. “No worries at all. What was 
that?” 

“A joke. Sorry" He's wearing thick- 
rimmed eyeglasses and is clean-shaven. His 
jawline is ridiculously sharp; his body is wor- 
thy of Adonis. 

"Oh," she says and fake laughs. "Yeah, 
I guess you wouldn't read a textbook on a 
whim." 

The scene is terrifically awkward. She 
looks down at her textbook but isn't reading 
any more. What to say...What to say... 

She clears her throat and finally, “Yeah, 
yours too. I read that, too.” It’s an embarrass- 
ing attempt at a comeback and comes far too 
late. The guy laughs, as do I, because she’s 
so adorable. 

“What are you reading?” he asks. 

Her response is again delayed, as if she 
processes every word before reacting. She 
rushes to close her textbook and shows him 
the cover. A book on women in Africa. 

“Ah, very nice.” The guy sounds more 
confident now; the upper-hand is his—she’s 
the nervous one. He holds up his book for 
her to see and says, “Me, I’m trying to make 
my money the super way.” 

They strike up a conversation and I can’t 
help but eavesdrop. They talk about Yoplait 
Light, ice fishing, and British accents. Their 
talk is flirtatious and witty, until— 

A tall man in a plaid button-down walks 
into the café and interrupts the mood. The 
girl suddenly looks like she’s in trouble; 
she’s quick to stand and greets him with a 
kiss. He shows no affection. 


“Let’s go,” the man says. She hurries to 
pack up her things and—poof—she’s gone. 
Not so much as a goodbye. 

The Super Investor. His face. It’s frozen. 
Paralyzed. Shocked. On the verge of heart- 
break. His face tells me that he married the 
girl as quickly as I’d married him when I 
picked my bar-height seat. 

He stares into the floor without blink- 
ing, into what romantics face when we're 
presented with the unrequited: an irrational 
absence, a gap once filled by something we 
never had. 

The Super Investor packs his things and 
leaves the Café Espresso Royale. 

An hour passes and I get “serious” about 
writing. Other patrons trickle in and out: a 
family here, a cyclist there, students from a 
neighboring community college, business 
people, and artistic-looking retirees. 

I’m ready to leave when another dishev- 
eled girl runs in. She snaps up a table, un- 
packs a computer from a Gophers tote, and 
begins typing frantically, almost angrily. Like 
the girl before her, she has messy hair and is 
makeup-free. I stay so I can study her from 
my perch. She’s clearly a student, younger 
than the bags under her eyes suggest. 

Soon after she sits, a man talking on his 
cell phone enters the café. He takes a table 
only one away from hers, but he doesn’t 
seem to notice... 

Funny what you'll find when you're look- 
ing for it.
